George Middleton Pemberton wTas 
born in Pettis county, four miles 
north of Green Ridge in Elk Fork 
township, October 14, 1856, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. George M. Pem­ 
berton, who came to Missouri from 
Kentucky, their old home place, in 
1836. 
During his boyhood he had 
resided on the farm.
